King Hussein’s call was wel- 
comed by the Arab League. 
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Live and learn 

Seasoned Israel-watchers like ourselves will have 
our hands full with the Israeli invasion of south 
Lebanon, because rarely does the world have a 
chance to see the triie face of Israel exposed as it is 
in south Lebanon. Remember last week, when the 
•invasion only involved a few thousand troops and 
aimed only at hitting the guerrillas and driving them 
from their bases? And then do you remember how 
the troops taking part suddenly grew to 20,000, and 
the operation's aim became to establish a ten-kilo- 
metre- wide security zone along the entire length of 
Israel's border with Lebanon ? And then do you recall 
how fresh reinforcements were sent up to make the 
invasion force about 25,000 men. and the ten-kilo- 
metre-wide zone miraculously grew into a 16-kilo- 
metre-wide zone, and was still expanding towards 
Tyr on Monday morning? And when the Security 
Council got down to discussing an American 
resolution to send in a U.N. peace-keeping force, do 
you recall that Israel’s prime minister thought there 
might be better ideas than this ? 

In other words, keep your eye on what the Israelis 
do and say from day to day in south Lebanon, 
because they are revealing their true deceptive selves. 
Their aim. of course, is to sit tight in south Lebanon 
until they decide it’s time to leave, which, from 
looking at the West Bank and Gaza and the Golan, 
mav be decades, if at all. Who knows, perhaps Prime 
Minister Beam’s legal advisers will even find a 
passage in the Bible proclaiming that the Promised 
Land starts at the Litani River in the north. The 
Israelis are adamant enough to make up all sorts of 
excuses and areuments for their needing to stav in 
south Lebanon, and the rest of the world should not 
be so naive as to expect them to withdraw because 
the Security Council asks them to do so, or even 
because the Americans ask them to do so. The 
Israelis are really in their finest form this month - - 
beating up Palestinians they say do not exist, killing 
Lebanese women and children, occupying more Arab 
land, defying the will of the entire world. If the world 
learns nothing else in south Lebanon, let it at least 
learn about the Israeli character.

Under deal with Nippon 


New Satellite relay project 
will link Jordan with 
Atlantic, Indian Oceans nations 


Water is cornerstone of development 
declares King Hussein while opening 
Jordan’s National Water Symposium 


AMMAN, March 20 (JNA). — The Jor- 
danian Government and Japan’s Nippon 
Electric Co. signed an agreement here 
today under which the firm will cons- 
truct a new satellite relay station in 
Jordan costing $9.5 million, and will 
introduce improvements to the present 
station at Baq’a. 

The project will put Jordan in direct 
touch with Atlantic and Indian Ocean 
countries, making it a central link in 
world communications. 

Minister of Communication Abdul 
Ra’ouf A1 Rawabdeh and the director of 
Jordan’s telecommunication corpora- 
tion, Mr. Mohammad Ismail, signed the 
agreement on behalf of Jordan. 

In a statement after the signature, 


Mr. Ismail said the new ground satellite 
relay station will put Jordan in touch 
with several communication satellites 
orbiting the earth, including a station- 
ary-orbit satellite over the Atlantic 
Ocean. The improvements on the exist- 
ing Baq’a station will put Jordan in 
touch witii the stationary-orbit commu- 
nications satellite over the Indian 
Ocean. This he said, would make Jordan 
able to communicate with both Atlantic 
and Indian Ocean countries, providing 
telephone and telex links and other ser- 
vices. 

He expressed the hope that the new 
station will start operations seventeen 
months from now. According to the 
agreement, construction costs will be 
paid over a period of eight years.

A paper read this morning 
which lays out a water strate- 
gy for the north of Jordan (in- 
cluding Amman) suggests that 
the King Talal Dam should be 
turned over increasingly to su- 
pplying the needs of Amman. 
Jordan Valley irrigation schem- 
es would have to be supplied in 
effect from the Yarmouk River 
further north. 

The general feeling from the 
papers appeared to be that be- 
cause water savings in domestic 
and industrial use are difficult 
to achieve on a large scale, the 
irrigation programme would ul- 
timately be made- to take the 
squeeze. Dr. Munther Hadd- 
adin Vice President of the Jor- 
dan Valley Authority, was un- 
derstandably unenthusiastic ab- 
out this conclusion and questi- 
oned whether it would not be 
wiser to “drain the people of 


Amman down to the Valley in- 
stead of draining water from 
the King Talal Dam to Am- 
man*’. 

All this is to beg the ques- 
tion of whether water from the 
King Talal Dam is suitable for 
domestic purposes anyway. A 
special appendix on this su- 
bject is attached to another na- 
tional paper dealing with the 
current status of water pollu- 
tion in Jordan. Tt concludes 
that although there is cause 
for concern about the dam, 

"experience shows in many pa- 
rts of the world that the use of 
impounded water (like the wa- 
ter at King Talal Dam) is 
possible provided" the neces- 
sary precautions are taken. 

Questions of pollution have 
been given an airing at the sy- 
mposium, with the general co- 
nclusion that closer attention 
will have to be paid to this 
in future. Schemes for recycl- 


ing have also been discu- 
ssed over the past couple of 
days. 

The rows of blue plastic bot- 
tles of mineral water lining the 
delegates* desks at the Palace 
of Culture are a reminder that 
every water problem can be so- 
lved given enough money. As 
yet there has been little indi- 
cation of the financial scale of 
Jordan’s water development pr- 
ojects. Dr. Frantz explained to 
the Jordan Times that this was 
outside the scope of the mas- 
ter plan. 

In any case there is nothing 
sacrosanct about the plan. All 
were agreed that it needed co- 
nstant up-dating and while sp- 
eaking of Jordan’s “ commitm- 
ent to the plan as a document", 
the Crown Prince laid special 
emphasis on the need for flexi- 
bility. 

The symposium continues un- 
til Wednesday.

ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


Under the heading ’The Last Hope”, AL RAT Monday said 
that Jordan’s pan-Arab initiative to deal with the Israeli aggression 
on south Lebanon has reached a new height with the messages 
which His Majesty King Hussein is sending to the Arab leaders 
to "compensate for the present situation which has reached its 
nadir through the indifference shown by the Arabs towards the 
great calamity that Is befalling them as a result of the Israeli 
occupation of south Lebanon.” 

King Hussein's call, the newspaper adds, came as the last 
attempt to salvage the situation from the marginal Arab disputes 
and divisions and "the aversion to shouldering the national duty 
to parry the dangers threatening the very Arab existence.” 

The objective of King Hussein's call for an Arab summit is 
not only to discuss the Israeli aggression against south Lebanon, 
but also to ensure the Arab nation's preparedness to face up to 
all Israeli aggressions and Zionist ambitions as a whole, before the 
aggression "becomes the daily fare the Arab citizen takes with 
the rise of the sun each day." 

AL DUSTOUR says it is natural that Israeli Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin will attempt to confine his discussion with Pre- 
sident Jimmy Carter in Washington tomorrow to what he calls 
means of "combatting terrorism" and means of making Israel’s 
northern borders with Lebanon secure. Thus it seems that Begin 
wants to impose on President Carter the postponement of the 
discussion of basic Issues in favour of the side issue created by 
the Israeli aggression on south Lebanon. 

It would be tragic Al Dustour adds, if Washington falls in the 
trap set by Mr. Begin, since the topics which were going to be 
discussed by Carter and Begin, prior to the Tel Aviv commando ■ 
operation, were withdrawal from the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
and recognition of the Palestinians' right to self-determination. 
Therefore it would be surprising if President Carter were to accept 
to discuss side issues without dealing with the roots of the pro- 
blem. the newspaper says. 

President Carter may well ask Mr. Begin why the Palestinians 
commit such desperate acts ? Is it only out of a desire to kill, 
or is it an expression of the injustice done to them by the 
Israel's hands ? 

Notwithstanding the importance of Israel’s withdrawal from 
the south of Lebanon in the light of the resolution adopted by the 
U.N. Security Council yesterday, the main issue on which discus- 
sion should concentrate is Israel’s recognition of the right of the 
Palestinians in their own country, the paper says. 

If President Carter still needs to be convinced that this is the 
real issue, he has only to listen to the thundering of Palestinian 
artillery which has not stopped firing in south Lebanon till now, 
the newspaper adds. 


Bids received for Aqaba pier 

AMMAN, March 20 (JNA). — The ministry of transport 
has received bids from seven international companies 
in response to tenders to provide specifications for 
constructing a pier at Aqaba port for potash exports. 
When completed, the pier will be able to handle com- 
mercial ships of 15,000-50,000 tons. It will also have 
storage facilities for 150,000 tons of potash, as well as 
loading units, offices and housing facilities for the wor- 
kers. 

Sheraton International signs deal with 
Grand Palace 

AMMAN. March 20 (JNA). — The Grand Palace Hotel 
Company and the Sheraton International Company today 
signed an agreement here according to which Sheraton 
International will run the Sheraton Palace Hotel, curren- 
tly under construction next to the Grand Palace Hotel. 
The new hotel will include 300 rooms and will cost $20 
million. 

Awqaf bonds to be floated 

AMMAN, March 20 (JNA). — The Islamic Waqfs Coun- 
cil has approved issuing new bonds to finance investm- 
ents on lands belonging to the Awqaf. The bonds will 
be handled according to the Islamic shari’a. 

Currency in circulation up JD 73 m. 

AMMAN, March 20 (JNA). — Currency in circulation 
increased by JD 72,854.000 during January 1978 over 
the same period last year. The monthly bulletin issued by 
the Central Bank of Jordan showed that currency in cir- 
culation amounted to JD 335,354,000 in January 1978 
against JD 262,500,000 in the same month in 1977. 

Romanian industrial team confers with 
Dajani on refinery 

AMMAN, March 20 (JNA). — Minister of Industry and 
Commerce Najmuddine Dajani today received Romania’s 
Minister of Industry who was also accompanied by the 
Romanian under-secretary for petrochemicals and the 
director general of the Romanian company which is 
currently carrying out an expansion project at the Jor- 
dan Petroleum Refinery. Dr. Dajani said that he discus- 
sed with the Romanian team constructions under work 
for expanding the refinery and the possibility of com- 
pleting during next summer. The Romanian minister left 
here today, at the end of a three-day visit to Jordan. 


Team formed for talks with Kuwait fund 

AMMAN, March 20 (JNA). — The council of ministers 
today formed a delegation to go to Kuwait on March 25 
for talks with officials of the Kuwait Fund for Arab 
Economic and Social Development. The delegation, to 
be headed by Chairman of the National Planning Council 
Dr. Hanna Odeh, will discuss with the Kuwaiti officials 
a draft agreement for granting Jordan a loan to finance 
the Aqaba municipal water project. 

Arab Mining Co. to invest $28 m. in 
Mauritanian project 

AMMAN, March 20 (JNA). — The Arab Mining Com- 
pany today decided to invest $28 million in the cast iron 
project in Mauritania. The director general of the pan- 
Arab company, Mr. Thabet Al Taher, told reporters here 
that the company will soon hold talks with Mauritanian 
officials to reach final agreement on various details of 
the project which has an annual output capacity of 
fourteen million tons. The Arab Mining Company has 
further decided to acquire 25 per cent of the Moroccan 
copper mining project and will soon hold talks with Mo- 
roccan officials to reach final agreement on the subject, 
Mr. Al Taher said. The Arab Mining Company was esta- 
blished two years ago with a capital of 120 million 
Kuwaiti Dinars and plans to invest in various Arab 
mining industries. 

Trade exchange protocol with Egypt approved 

AMMAN, March 20 (JNA). — The Cabinet yesterday 
approved the protocol of the agreement for trade ex- 
change and economic cooperation between Jordan and 
Egypt. The protocol aims at enlarging the volume of 
trade exchange between the two countries by $25 mil- 
lion by each side annually.

French probe reveals 
delayed alert hitch in 
super -tanker disaster 

PORTS ALL, France, March 20 (R). — A Maritime Police spokesman has 
said authorities received no word that the super-tanker Amoco-Cadiz, which 
has spewed 80,000 tons of oil into the sea, was in trouble until it had al- 
ready drifted on to the rocks last week. An ocean-going tug had by then made 
three unsuccessful attempts to get a tow-line aboard the rudderless tanker. 
Commander Francois Gillot of the French Maritime Police told Reuters. 


Police yesterday questioned 
the detained captains of the 
tanker and the tug, while na- 
val vessels tried to mop up the 
worst oil pollution disaster to 
hit the French coast- 

Italian Capt. Pasquale Bard- 
ani of the 109,000-ton tanker, 
and H* rr Reinhardt Weiner, 
the West German skipper of 
the tug Pacific, based at near- 


by Brest, were being asked 
what happened before the Am- 
oco -Cadiz went aground on 
Brittany's jagged coast. 

The Liberian -registered Am- 
oco-Cadiz, carrying 220,000 to- 
ns of oil from the Gulf to Bri- 
tain, split in two in rough we- 
ather and emptied oil from 
three of its 13 tanks into the 
rich Brittany fishing grounds. 


Maltese premier begins 
development aid tour 
of 3 Arab Gulf states 


ABU DHABI, March 20 (Agencies). — Maltese Prime 
Minister Dom Mintoff began talks here today on pos- 
sible United Arab Emirates (UAE) aid for development 
projects on his Mediterranean island. 

Mr. Mintoff met the UAE President, Sheikh Zayed 
Ibn Sultan A1 Nhaiyan, a few hours after arriving for 
a three-day visit at the start of a tour that will also take 
him to Saudi Arabia and Kuwait 

The three Arab countries have agreed in principle 
to contribute to the financing of an $80-milllon harbour 
project in Malta. 

Saudi Arabia has promised a $ 15-million loan to help 
build the port 

The United Arab Emirates has also offered a low 
interest loan of $9 million. Kuwait has in principle also 
agreed to finance a Maltese project for the introduction 
of a trawler fishing organisation. 


Six navy vessels continued 
attempts to disperse the slick, 
which is now 100 kms. long 
and ten kms. wide and being 
steered eastwards out to sea 
by current and winds, maritime 
officials said. 

Authorities have reluctantly 
decided to spray the slick with 
detergents, despite earlier fe- 
ars that the chemicals would 
cause as much damage to ma- 
rine organisms as the oil it- 
self. 

They explained that the de- 
tergents would be used only 
where the sea was at least 50 
metres deep and the number of 
surface fish minimal. 

The vessels are also using a 
new clean-up method of drop- 
ping polystyrene clusters into 
the black mire to make the 
oil congeal into balls which 
can be swept up by other ves- 
sels later. 

Despite the prevailing winds, 
local currents have dragged the 
slick southwards to St. Matth- 
ews Point, a few kilometres 
from the major French naval 
and fishing port at Brest 

Attempts to pump the re- 
maining 140,000 tonns of crude 
off the Amoco-Cadiz have be- 
en delayed pending arrival of 
powerful pumps from the De- 
troit headquarters of the Am- 
oco-Philips Petroleum Compa- 
ny, which owns the vessels. 

Maritime officials also said 
that the Shell Oil Company, 
which owned the crude, was 
sending a tanker into which 
the oil could be transferred. 

The oil slick has. already 
wrecked the lobster, bass and 
whitint shoals on which much 
of the area’s livelihood depen- 
ds, fishermen’s unions said.

Accord ends Bonn newspaper strike 


BONN, March 20 <R). — Un- 
ion and publishers’ leaders an- 
nounced- today they had agre- 
ed on a solution to an indust- 
rial dispute which had depri- 
ved most West Germans of 
their newspapers for six days. 

Spokesmen for both sides sa- 
id that all daily papers should 
appear normally tomorrow. 
Details of the agreement were 
to be given at a news confe- 
rence later today. 

But there was no sign of a 
settlement in another major 
industrial dispute involving 
metalworkers in the state of 
Baaden- W uerttemberg. 

The conflict in the printing 
industry had centred on man- 
ning computerised typesetting 
equipment. The accord follow- 
ed four days of intensive ta- 
lks.

WASHINGTON, March /20 
<R). — Former U.S. Budget 
Director Bert Lance has set- 
tled a government law suit 
against him alleging be tried 
secretly to help Arab invest- 
ors take over a Washington 
bank. 

He and ten -other defendants 
consented to a Federal Court 
order, neither admitting nor 
denying the charges but agree- 
ing not to violate securities, 
laws in future. 

They were accused by the 
governments Securities and 
Exchange Commission of failing 
to report the purchase of 20 
per coat of the stock of Fin- 
ancial General Bankshares, a 
Virginia firm running 13 basks. 

. Mr. Lance bought 13,000 sh- 
ares in his wife's name, the 
agency alleged. 

It said he met the group on- 
ce while still budget director 
and carried on the take-over 
move even after resigning last 
September over criticism of his 
banking practices before tak- 
ing office. 

The charge, on Friday, was 
the first formal action against 
Mr. Lance, a close friend of 
President Carter, who since re- 
signing has worked as a bro- 


ker for foreign investments, a 
television news analyst, ami a 
lecturer. 

Among the defendants who 
consented to Saturday’s order 
by District Court Judge Oliver 
Gasch was former Secretary to 
the U.S. Navy G, William Mid- 
dendorf. 

Others included the Bank of 
Credit and Commerce Interna- 
tional of London, the Crown 
Prince . of Abu Dhabi, Sheikh 
Sultan Ibn Zayed A1 Nhaiyan, 
and Saudi Arabian businessm- 
an Faisal Saud A1 FulaL 

The injunction requires the 
11 to make an offer for all 
remaining stock of Financial 
General at $15 per share as 
soon as possible. Their stock 
had been purchased at $10 to 
$13 a share. 

If the offer is not made wi- 
thin a year, the 11 must try 
to sell their stock in blocks 
of at least 100,000 shares at 
$15 a share, according to the 
order. 

Financial General has filed 
its own suit against the de- 
fendants, alleging they tried 
illegally to take over the com- 
pany through stock purchases 
at high prices from selected 
stockbrokers. 


Europe needs migrant workers

LONDON, (F.T.) — The way 
to solve die unemployment 
problem in Western Europe is 
to send home all the foreign 
workers and give their jobs 
to nationals. 

Purely statistical arguments 
are in favour of this “solut- 
ion", since the six million fo- 
reign workers at present in 
the nine member countries of 
the European Economic Com- 
munity, for example, is equal 
to the number of unemployed 
in the EEC. 

However, quite apart from 
the brutality of such a dras- 
tic solution, it simply would- 
n’t work. It would be Impos- 
sible to substitute the Italians, 
Spaniards, Portuguese, Yugos- 
lavs, Greeks, Turks and other 
migrants present in such nu- 
mbers in such co un t r ies as 
West Germany, France, Hol- 
land, Belgium, with workers 
. who are citizens of the host 
countries. 

Undesirable Jow status jobs 

The explanation is that the 
host-country citizens are sim- 
ply not willing to do the mo- 
re menial, dirtier, lower paid 
jobs which the foreign migra- 
nts are glad to take because 
they are still better off than 
at home. 

This is confirmed by a re- 
cent study by the Internation- 
al Labour Organisation in Ge- 
neva which points out that 
in foe Community of Nine, 
foreign workers account for 
only some 300,000, or Five per 
of the overall six million 
unemployed. In other words, 
even in a recessionary period 
like the present foreign mig- 
rants have been more success- 
ful in keeping their jobs than 
nationals. 

Many native bom citizens 
would rather have no job at 
all than, take work which they 
consider beneath them: Clean- 
ing streets, collecting garba- 
ge, working as waiters and 
ffhawh o rmaid^ toiling on rOfir 
da or construction sites, dig- 
ging coal, driving trains, bus- 
es and trams. 

This attitude is undoubted- 
ly encouraged by foe liberal 
social security benefits avail- 
able nowadays to workers who 
lose their jobs. It is shared 
by young people who have 
never yet taken a job, indu- 
ding the school leavers now 
unemployed in such numbers 
that they cause widespread 
governmental concern. They 
have inherited a built-in dis- 
taste for certain types of job. 

Essential foreign mi grant* 

As long as th»y at ti tude per- 
sists, the presence of the fore- 
ign migrants is more or less 
essentiaL Important services 
to the community simply co- 
uld not function without them. 
Even when vacancies do occur 
services usually manned by 
migrants, nationals don't seem 
willing to fill them. Thus, last 
summer, the Brussels tramw- 
ays couldn’t EH 200 vacanc- 
ies, in spite of the fact that 
at that point the unemploy- 
ment rate in Belgium was ue- 


Better standards of living and higher social aspira- 
tions am ong West European workers mean that migrant 
workers are essential to man menial, low-paid positions. 
This holds true even in times of economic recession. 


arly seven per cent of the 
working- population. 

Even more to the point, 
about 50 per cent of all the 
workers hi the Belgian coal 
mines are foreign. Thus, the 
Hpigians and their industries 
would suffer severe discom- 
fort if substantial numbers of 
the migrants left the country. 
But for the migrants. West 
German streets would never 
get swept. 

Even the depressed Swiss 
construction industry would 
be far worse off if it couldn't 
count on Italians to do the 
heavy, dirty labouring work. 

Many factories would have 
to go on short time, or per- 
haps even dose down, if the- 
re were no foreigners to swe- 
ep the floors, carry heavy 
loads, sweat in the foundr- 
ies. This would spread unem- 
ployment among nationals who 
are doing the more skilled, 
better paid work, including 
that of filling management po- 
sts. 

Among industrial workers 
there is a resistance to job 
down-grading, even If foe only 
way to keep a job would be 
to do a less prestigious task 
for lower pay. Employers who 
have tried this method of ma- 
intaining levels of manning 
have met with little coopera- 
tion from individuals or trade 
unions. Retraining schemes 
place the emphasis on train- 
ing for jobs of at least equal 
If not better status. 

Where all this will lead to 
is beginning to worry foe ex- 
perts of • the ILO. The more 
stable the na ti onal structure 
in which migrant workers are 
assigned certain essential but 
sodally-undesirable types of 
job, the more difficult it may 
become to solve chronic une- 
mployment among nationals.

was that tuey would come te- 
mporarily to acquire certain 
skills, and' possibly a certain 
amount of capltaL There wo- 
uld be a regular turnover of 
such people who would re- 
turn to benefit their home co- 
untries. 

Migrants prefer new country 

In practice, workers who 
tend to prefer to stay hi the 
new country where wages and 
living standards are higher, as 
long as they can find work 
-- and, it now seems dear, 
even if they cant. 

For example, the French go- 
vernment, concerned that some 
100,000 from its total of 13 
m, or so foreign workers had 
lost their jobs by last sum- 
mer, offered a bonus of 10,000 
francs (about £1,100), and a 
free ticket, to any unemploy- 
ed migrant who would return 
home and renounce all claims 
on foe French, social security 
system. 

Only 7,000 or So accepted, 
and the. results are not expec- 
ted to be any better now that 
the offer has been extended to 
anyone, unemployed or emp- 
loyed, who has lived as a mi- 
grant in the country for at 
least five years. This merely 
confirms the results of an ea- 


rlier, similar experiment in 
West Germany. 

The last thing wanted by 
foe governments of foe coun- 
tries from which the migrants 
originate^ Is to receive them 
bade Unemployment rates In 
Turkey and Portugal, for ex- 
ample, are 13 and 23 per cent 
of foe total labour force, res- 
pectively. They would like to 
see more people emigrate to 
relieve foe pressure at home. 

Continuing emigration tread 

This continued emigration 
seems inevitable, since more 
and more of foe migrant wor- 
kers who have settled in their 
host countries are becoming 
legally entitled to send for 
their families. Already these 
wives, children and other re- 
latives more than double the 
total migrant population in 
Western Europe to some 13 m. 
Their new bom children alone 
increase the total by about 
250,000 a year. 

Under these circumstances, 
it is fortunate that the na- 
tionals of the countries where 
so many foreigners are putt- 
3ng down roots, are content ] 
to leave to them certain types < 
of job including essential ser- f 
vices. Only if they underwent ] 
a change of mind, and decided ; 
they wanted the jobs foemsel- • 
ves, would the situation fores- j 
ten to become difficult But ] 
with foe feather bed of social . 
security benefits to fall back j 
on, that eventually Is remote. ;

Corfu puts beauty before development

CORFU. — The Greek island 
of Corfu, one of the most po- 
pular holiday spots in the Me- 
diterranean, is to limit the 
building of new hotels until 
further notice. 

The decision, announced re- 
cently. was taken by mutual 
consent between the Greek 
National Tourist Office, local 
authorities and owners of ex- 
isting hotels. 

Said a tourist office spokes- 
man: “We want to assess the 
overall effect of development 
so' far before deciding how the 
future demand pattern should 
be met.” 

The new limit does not ap- 
ply to hotels already being 
built, which will add several 
thousand more beds to the ex- 
isting stock of 4.500 on the 
island. 

Third most popular resort 

Corfu, known as “the en- 
chanted isle” because of its 
lush green beauty and its as- 
sociation with Homer's Odys- 


sey. was “discovered" during 
the boom in mass packaged 
travel of the late 1960’s. 

Tour operators moved in 
and facilities expanded rapid- 
ly. Today, the island in the 
Ionian Sea. is the third most 
popular resort playground in 
Greece, after Athens and 
Rhodes. 

In 1974 it played host to 
127,709 tourists. The 1975 to- 
tal of 246,430 visitors was ov- 
ertaken last August, when 
the figures reached 260, S69. 

An estimated 55 per cent 
of holidaymakers are British, 
the remainder coming mainly 
from Germany, Switzerland, 
France; Austria and Italy. 

The brand new 290-room 
Hilton Hotel - - the first of 
international status on the is- 
land -- has just been opened, 
and Corfu is now being pro- 
moted on the American mar- 
ket 

Of the 306 charter flights 
during August, 151 originated 
from Britain. At its summer 
peak, Corfu’s smalt airport, 
near the main town of Kerki- 
ra. handles 55 inbound and 
outward flights daily. 
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Concrete jungle fears 

The island authorities are 
determined that juggernaut de- 
velopment will not take over 
and tum Corfu into a concre- 
te jungle, as has happened in 
some Mediterranean resorts. 

They want future growth to 
be planned and controlled in 
order that the island’s best 
features may be conserved. 
Some visitors are already co- 
mplaining that the large new* 
hotels have intruded on the 
soft, semi-mountainous conto- 
urs of the coastal bays. 

Even so, the buildings they 
object to are mainly low-rise, 
attractively styled and built 
with spacious surroundings. 

Although the island is 40 
miles long and only ten miles 
wide, there is no feeling over 
over-building or confinement- 
In every' direction there are 
fine vistas of mountains, olive 
groves, acacia, oleander, bou- 
gainvillaea and great swathes 
of blue-green cypresses, lead- 
ing down to placid fishing 
villages. 

It is an island of uncrowd- 
ed beaches and crystal-clear 
waters, with a warm, tempe- 
rate climate and an architec- 
tural heritage left by the oc- 
cupying powers of the past 
- - including castles, churches, 
monasteries, and the fine royal 
palace, fomer residence of the 
British high commissioners. 

English cricket is still play- 
ed in Kerkira town square 
every Saturday afternoon, ju- 
st as it has been ever since 
it was “Imported" 160 years 
ago. 

Tranquillity 

Corfu has inspired many 
writers. Including Lawrence 
Durrell, Henry Miller, and Wi- 
lliam Shakespeare, who thou- 
ght it the ideal setting for his 
Tempest. 

No storm, climatic or poli- 
tical, has disturbed the tran- 


quillity and sense of continu- 
ity in modern Corfu. 

Even the presence of the 
brooding crags of the Alban- 
ian coastline, a mere two mil- 
es or so away at its nearest 
point, is no longer a cause for 
concern. 

Until quite recently, the no- 
rthern sector of rhe island 
was closed to outsiders. A ru- 
sty sign inscribed "The taking 
of photographs is forbidden" 
remains on a clifftop as a re- 
minder of those cold war 
days. 

Official trading links now 
exist between Greece and her 
red neighbour, and cress-bor- 
der communications are com- 
monplace. 

The average Corfiote, drink- 
ing ouzo or the local domes- 
ticos wine and earing broiled 
lobsters in his village tnvema, 
is as anxious as anyone to 
see the peace and continuity 
preserved. 

For both these assets have 
encouraged the growth of to- 
urism, and tourism means pr- 
osperity to an Island otherw- 
ise dependent largely on far- 
ming and fishing for Its eco- 
nomic well-being. 

Keeping a balance 

The continued exploitation 
of her tourism potential Is In- 
evitable. But however much 
they want increased prosperi- 
ty. the 100,000 residents of 
Corfu will not sacrifice their 
homeland tn achieve it. 

They mean to ensure that 
their interests are balanced 
with those of the entreprene- 
urs and the visitors they lure 
to the sunny beaches. 

As pressures for developm- 
ent mount, they may well find 
it difficult to maintain the cu- 
rb on new hotels. For as Ho- 
mer noted 39 centuries ago. 
"deliverance” from human pr- 
essures and tensions awaits 
the visitor to the ancient Isle 
of the Phaeadans. 
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Police fire teargas 
as thousands protest 
Bhutto death sentence 

LAHORE, March 20 (Agencies). Police fired teargas today when seve- 
ral thousand people turned out for the largest demonstration since former 
Prime Minister Zulfikar Ali Bhutto was sentenced to death for murder last 
Saturday. Demonstrators calling for the ex-premier’s release set fire to four 
buses, three cars and a fire engine before they were dispersed. Reliable 
sources said police detained retired Gen. Tikka Khan, former army chief 
and a prominent member of Mr. Bhutto’s People’s Party. 


Mr. Bhutto has still not de- 
cided whether to appeal to the 
Supreme Court against his 
conviction by the Lahore High 
Court for ordering a political 
assassination more than three 
years ago, one of his counsel 
said. 

Lawyer Dost A wan said the 
ex-premier, who has until next 
Sunday to file an appeal, 
could not make up his mind, 
but that an appeal was being 
prepared for him in case he 
decided to go ahead. 

Mr. Bhutto, 50. who ruled 
Pakistan as president and pri- 
me minister for five-and-a -half- 
years, is in a condemned cell 
in Lahore’s district jail. 

Prisoners sentenced to death 
normally sleep on mats but 
Mr. Bhutto was given a cot. 

The time and place for to- 
day’s. demonstration was given 
in a carefully -worded news- 


paper announcement. Army 
chief Gen. Mohammad Zia-ul- 
Haq, who rules Pakistan by 
martial law, has banned all 
political activity. 

Gen. Tikka Khan was his 
predecessor as army chief-of- 
staff and was also Mr. Bhut- 
to's national security adviser. 

Last night, police arrested 
about 50 peoDle in Karachi for 
trying to organise demonstra- 
tions and get shops to close 
in protest against the death 
sentence. 

A government statement 
earlier today said students in 
some towns of Sind Province 
boycotted classes over the La- 
hore High Court sentence. 

Meanwhile, it was learned in 
Ankara today that Turkish 
Premier Bulent Ecevit has ap- 
pealed to Pakistan’s military 
ruler, Gen. Zia-ui-Haq, to co- 
mmute the death penalty on 
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former Premier Bhutto. 

The president of the United 
Arab Emirates also appealed 
to Pakistan today to spare the 
life of Mr. Bhutto. 


Five Moslem 
extremists 
hanged in 
Cairo 


CAIRO, March 20 (R). — Five 
leaders of a Moslem extremist 
group which killed a former 
Egyptian minister last year 
were hanged yesterday, the 
official Middle East News Ag- 
ency said. 

A military tribunal sentence 
ed tiie five to death last No- 
vember after convicting them 
of involvement In the July 
kidnap and murder of Dr. 
Mohammad Hussein A1 Zahabi, 
ex-minister of Waqfs (Religio- 
us Endowments.) 

Hanged yesterday were Sh- 
ukri Ahmad Mustapba, head 
of the Takfir Wal Hijira -- 
the Society for Repentance 
and Flight from Sin -- toge- 
ther with four of his lieuten- 
ants. 

President Anwar Sadat app- 
roved the court's decision on 
the five men in January. 

The state accused the Mos- 
lem group of plotting to over- 
throw the Sadat government 
and of launching a terror cam- 
paign which involved planting 
bombs as well as the murder 
of the ex-minister. 

Eh-. A1 Zahabi, 67, was shot 
to death. Police found stab 
wounds on his body suggest- 
ing that he had been tortured. 

The Flight from Sin group 
contends that Egypt is failing 
to run its affairs according to 
Islamic beliefs. 

Founded in 1966, it objects 
to women being allowed to 
work and to mix freely with 
men.

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Carter envoy discusses U.S. 
aid with Somali president 


MOGADISHU. March 20 (R). 
— A special envoy of Presi- 
dent Carter, here for the re- 
ported purpose of discussing 
possible U.S. aid to Somali 
after its Ogaden war defeat, 
conferred into ihe early morn- 
ing hours today with President 
Mohammad Siad Barre. 

Disclosing the meeting, an 
American Embassy spokesman 
said envoy Richard Moose sp- 
ent several hours with the 
Somali feader. 

The spokesman said no de- 
tails were available on the 
talks but observers had ex- 
pected them to centre on con- 
ditions for future U.S. military 
and economic aid to help So- 
malia recover from its defeat 
by Soviet-backed Ethiopia. 

Diplomatic sources said Wa- 
shington wanted to provide 
aid, but there would have to 
be considerable discussion ov- 
er President Carter's demand 
that Somalia promises not to 
violate the borders of Ethiopia 
and Kenya. 

Somalia would like to unite 
under its flag people of its 
ethnic race spread throughout 
pans of neighbouring countri- 
es. This was the prime motiva- 
ting force for the Ogaden war. 


in which Somali forces were 
finally forced to withdraw this 
month. 

The visit of Mr. Moose. As- 
sistant Secretary of State for 
African Affairs, was seen by 
diplomats largely as a confir- 
mation to the Somali people, 
to the Soviet Union and to 
the rest of the world that the 
United States supports Presi- 
dent Siad Barre's government's 
plans to develop the country. 

Mr. Moose is the most seni- 
or U.S. official to come here 
since relations between Moga- 
dishu and Moscow deteriorated 


last summer when Moscow sto- 
pped sending arms and put its 
full weight behind Marxist 
Ethiopia. 

Mr. Moose's visit followed a 
flurry of contacts between Pre- 
sident Siad Barre' and other po- 
litical forces, including the So- 
viet ambassador here. 

Diplomatic sources said the 
Americans wanted to make 
their position quite clear to 
the Somalis and offset any pos- 
sibility that President Siad 
Barre, who has kept his poli- 
tical options open, will move 
back to the Soviet camp.

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Syrian official assassinated 

DAMASCUS, March 20 (AP). — Dr. Ibrahim Na’ameh, head of 
Syria’s Dentists’ Union and a relative of President Hafez Assad, 
has been assassinated by unidentified gunmen, the niiing Baath 
Socialist Party announced. The 39-year-old Mr. Na ameh was 
burled on Sunday, 24 hours after the attack, and urns eulogised 
by the Baathists as “a martyr killed by criminals who serve the 
plots of our enemies." The party did not blame any specific 
group or government. The assassins were reported to be still at 
large. 

Big welcome given to Muzorewa 

SALISBURY, March 20 (AP). — Tens-of-thousands of black Rh- 
odesians travelled to Salisbury’s Highfield towzwhlp yesterday 
to welcome Bishop Abel Muzorewa, a day after Britain and the 
United States proposed a new peace conference on me Rhodes- 
ian issue. Bishop Muzorewa has spent the last 16 days m the 
United States, Britain and Europe seeking international support 
for a new constitutional agreement among- blade representatives 
and Prime Minister Ian Smith. 

Cypriot group wants PLO office shut 

NICOSIA, March 20 (R). — The Cypriot government said last 
night it was investigating a tape-recording threatening unspeci- 
fied action by a hitherto- unknown guerrilla group if Arab guer- 
rillas are not expelled from the island. The tape was received 
on Saturday by the Greek-Cypriot daily newspaper Agon and 
the recorded voice said a group called the Greek Army Suidde 
Brigades would act with lightning speed if its demands were 
not met by May 15. It demanded expulsion of all Arab guerril- 
las, closure of the Palestine Liberation Organisation office in 
Nicosia, disarming of all armed groups, an end to all political 
purges and amnesty for all political prisoners. May 15 is the 
date set by President Spyros Kyprianou for all illegal arms to 
be surrendered. 

Viets accuse Cambodia of new attack 

HONG KONG. March 20 (R). — Vietnam yesterday accused 
Cambodian troops of launching a fresh attack on its border ar- 
eas killing more than 100 civilians, the Vietnam News Agency 
reported. The agency, monitored in Hong Kong, said two Cam- 
bodian battalions attacked two hamlets in Thien Hung village, 
and another in Hung Vlnh village, eight kms. inside Vietnamese 
territory. 

Soviet carrier heads to Mediterranean 

ISTANBUL, March 20 (AP). — The Soviet Union's only aircraft 
carrier, the Kiev, crossed the Turkish Straits yesterday en route 
to the Mediterranean following “repairs and routine checks’* at 
a major Soviet Black Sea naval shipyard, port sources said. The 
45,000-ton carrier entered Istanbul's Bosporus waterways at the 
bottom of the land-locked Black Sea and then headed towards 
the Dardanelles, that lets out to the Aegean Sea. The Kiev was 
accompanied by a guided-missile destroyer of the "Kashin" 
class, also affiliated with the Soviet Union's Black Sea fleet, 
port sources said.
